OK, all you ethnics, listen carefully: you can find’ out. what's 
wrong with soccer in this country of ours (and yours). 

It’s not the standard of games, miserable ground conditions or 
camouflaged hostility of the Establishment (business, newspapers, 
radio, TV), as you would have thought. ; 

No. It’s our wrong terminology. We are simply using a 
nomenclature which is un-Australian. 

And if we don’t mend our ways, the Sydney Morning Herald will 
keep taking a dim view of our subversive sport. 

As it has, apparently, for many months now, if not for years. 

Last week our young, disarmingly naive and superficially involved 
colleague Brian Curran devoted an entire column to hand out a 
sermon. 

The same newspaper which, day after day, totally skips any 
coverage of soccer all of a sudden found precious space to devote a 
column to Curran’s sanctimonious pontification. 

"Think Australian advice to soccer’’—that’s what the heading 
said and you would have thought the advice came from an 
impeccably credentialled source, a giant market research company 
or at least the ASF. 

But it came only from Brian Curran — the Herald’s rugby reporter. 

Because he would know for sure... 

The gist of his piece was that the poor man is confused; he feels 
that the team which wins the 26 competition rounds should be 
cdled “minor premiers’ and the one which wins the Grand Final 
the premiers. 

None of these foreign words here, like champions... ~ 

“£ soccer is to advance to the popularity of rugby league or 
Ausiralian rules, it will have to start thinking Australian,” Curran 


warned. 

By golly. And by gee. Now we know what's wrong. Let’s change 
our terms and we'll: be successful. Like rugby uion is . . . well, they 
use the “correct” names, don’t they? 

All over the world teams which win soccer championships are 
cdled champions. . : 

Confusing perhaps, but there it is. The world is out of step with 
the Herald, not to mention Australia. 

Soccer here has already made some very major — and in my view 
pointless — compromises to ecfitinige 

One was the dropping of the name “football” in favor of soccer 
and the other to call the championship “‘premiership”. 

But let that go. l’d much prefer to use the word football; indeed, 
\‘m prepared to campaign for it. 

That’s the name of the game all over the world — except some 
non-football countries like us, USA, Canada, New Zealand and 
assorted other hangers on. 

Here — say in Sydney — football has become a collective noun, 
only used in the Press if a rugby league or union player commits a 
major crime: at least the code is not blackened. Football is. ~ 

But the official bodies call themselves rugby league, rugby union 
and soccer — none have opted for football. 

In England both terms are used — but the official body is called 
The Football Association (and Football League). 

What the big difference between premiership and championship is 
| can't see. Bie 

Once again | would prefer championship, the word used globally. 

Dawn Fraser wasn’t an Olympic premier (let alone minor premier) 
but Olympic champion. 

Curran’s logic is strange to fathom. In his estimate a team that 
wins two matches (including the Grand Final) has accomplished a 
greater feat than another team winning 26 rounds of competition. 

Anyway, that’s “the implication ‘of his advice: call the 
premiership/championship winner “eninor premiers”; after all, what 
have they done apart from proving themselves the best over a long 
haul? 

It would be interesting to know why the Herald is convinced that 
the administration or running of sport — even competitive standards 
— in this country are at such dizzying heights that the world must 
simply accept our quaint ways. . 

In the good old days when we had tasty cheese, Repins cafes, 
6pm pub closing and furlongs instead of Gruyere, French bistros, 
civilised drinking hours and metric system, Australia lived in what. 
the Herald may deem to have been happy isolation. 

But, perhaps unbeknown to good old Granny, the world has 

—_and we have become part of this changing world. 
We have absorbed millions of migrants without huge sociological 
vals — but we have also accepted hundreds of manifestations 
of their lifestyles. 

Who would have thought that a junior reporter, in 1978, can still 
call the populace to arms if a sport decides to use its own 
terminology which, to his sensitive ears attuned to the antidiluvian 
rugby phrases, sounds un-Australian? 

How would the Herald and its reporter feel if a Lebanese migrant 
decided to tell us to call cricket’s umbrella field an arch, if an Italian 
geengrocer suggested to rename the “silly mid-on” to inside left or 
if a Moravian shopkeeper said that the expression “knock-on” 
should be changed to twice handled? 

Luckily, none of them know the subtle difference between rugby 
league or rugby union and few of them care.

Steady as she goes — this old nautical phrase can describe eee
